A impudence in instricting the Mayor to ap- 


point a commission of .city architects to ex- 
amine the foundations of the Government 
building, grows out of the fact that no one 
seems disposed to follow its advice relative to 
that unfortunate structure any more than on 
any other subject. The Common Council 
acted wisely and sensibly in passing the reso~~ 
lution of instruction, and its action will be 
indorsed by the people of Chicago and by 
whw expect to be connected with the build- 
ing in business relations. It will be built for 
the convenience of the United States Gov- 
ernment and the people of this city, and the 
people of this city, therefore, have a direct 
personal interest in the question whether 
these walls shall be pulled down or made 
secure as they are, so that time and money 
may be saved, and the business of the city not 
be embarrassed any longer than is absolute- 
ly necessary.. The Government will not- 
be bound by the 

Commission _ any 

confidence in its skill, experience, ability, and 
fitness to give advice, and the Supervising 
Architect and Government Commission, as 
well as the Secretary of the Treasury, who 
are placed in a very embarrassing and respon- 
sible position at present, will be glad to re- 
ceive any further light which will help to 
bring them to an intelligent decision.

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CANNED-GOODS FRAUDS. 

A convention of the packers of canned 
goods was held in Philadelphia last week to 
take steps to break up the frauds now gen- 
erally practiced in all classes of canned goods. 
The majority of these goods profess that the 
cans contain a certain weight of oysters, fish, 
corn, tomatoes, and other commodities ; but

tents are all that is sold for a 1-pound can. 

Some time ago, it was discovered that in 
the article of imported Malaga raisins there 
were gross frauds in the quantities put in the 
boxes. After a vigorous discusaién of the 
question in the American Grocer, the trade 
in this country made an agreement to buy 
and sell that class of goods by the pound in- 
stead of the box, and thus broke up a fraud 
which had been successfully practiced for 
years, 

The convention of canned-goods packers 
| agreed upon a pledge to adhere to standard 
weights and quality, and to effix their own 
name ‘and address to very package. The 
| action Gf this convention is, of course, in the 
interest of honest packers, who have earned a 
reputation for the quality of their goods. It 
is none the less in the interest of the consum- 
ers, who are now regularly defrauded. . They 
are now informed by the packers themselves 
that the designation of one pound, two 
pounds, or three pounds on cans is invariably 
fallacious, the net contents of the package 
never corresponding to the weight named on 
the label. It is, therefore, their right to de- 
mand that they be served by their retail grocer 
with the weight they pay for. If customers 
refuse to buy and pay for weights they do 
not receive, it will cease to be profitable to 
deal in that class of goods. When a man. 
buys and pays for three pounds of any article, 
he ig entitled to demand what he pays for. 
The same frauds exist in other articles than 
eanned goods. Spices put up in packages 
| rarely contain the weight marked upon 
them. The Grocer declares emphatically 
“that there is scarcely a single class of goods 
put up and sold in this country whieh is not 
short of the weight or measure claimed for 
it.” If this be true, the laws establishing 
standards of weights and measures are prac- 
tically defeated.

NEBRASKA,

Baowwviis, Neb., June 18.—A heavy thun- 
der-storm visited this place last night, and a 
great deal of rain fell. As long as it was light, 
vast clouds of grasshoppers continued to pass 
over the city; but very few alighted. The ques- 
tion now is, Do the grasshoppers fly at night? 
A gentleman here assures me they continue 
their flight all sight long, and that; on any clear 
night, they can be seen moving, by looking at 
the moon with a strong glass. He said that, 
night before last, millions passed over this city, 
and that he watched them until after midnight, 
and saw no end of their columns. This view of 
the case received a strong confirmation the 
other night af a point south of here, where, 
about 10 o'clock in the evening, a vast column 
of happers came down and covered the fidids 
for miles. 

The rain-storm does not seem to have done 
the "hoppers any hurt, as they were up this morn- 
ing beight and early, and more lively than ever. 
Millions ef them stall fill the gardens and fields, 
and they are crawling about in masses, hunting 
for any green leaf or sprig of grass they cao 
find, and which they devour voraciously.

‘hoppers, and, if picked off and lad on the hand, 
Will fasten themselves to the flesh, producing 
soon an itching sevsation. They closely resem- 
ble, and I believé ate, what the bors used to call 
“red diggers. i doubt if either the red hee or 
rubs will kill the. ‘hoppers... They are to the 
oppers what fleas are toa dog or worms to 4 
boy, aod wiiido no more harm, Prof. Riley to 
the comtrary notwithstanding.

After the case came up in the Court, I asked 
him why, if be bad avy particalars which bore 
upon the case, did he not come forward and vol- 
upteer to state what he knew. ‘Then I asked 
him what he knew aboutit. He then told me 
what heknew.

I am perfectly will- 
ing to subject the truth of my statement to legal 
inquiry, and my character to icial investiga- 
tiov.
